Piesldent RooseVelt to have the 
United States government assume full 
charge of the struggle lunv In progresH 
to wipe out yellow fever from New 
Orleans and Louisiana. The expect- 
ation Is tiiat witliin tlio next two day.s 
Surgeon-General \\'yman, with all the 
rcfc-ources of the government, will bo 
enlisted actively in the caiiipaigii. 

The decision lo ask the federal gov- 
ernment lo take control was r(^acli,!d 
iit :l nieetlng oC olllcials and citizens 
held late today at the Cotton J'Jx- 
cliange. It was the consensus of the 
meeting that goveminent control 
would restore confidence throughout 
the other states where there had been 
criticism of city and state authorities 
for not sooner making public the 
existence of yellow fever. It was the 
belief of tliose iiresent that Surgeon- 
General Wynian would be able to serid 
a force of physicians to Now Orleans 
thoroughly equipped for the hundling 
of the yellow fever situation because 
of the experience and unciuostionablo 
facilities to enforce a scleiitilic cam- 
paign.

J a paneso /.Squadroin^ Reported Cruising 
OifiF- Potep the Great Bay. 

Godseeyadani, Maiichurhi, Aug 4. — 
Despatches received from Korea re- 
port that tho Japtiiieso liave begun a 
simultaneous advance from Kuanclio- 
derl against the Musarlet and Piatza- 
bang passes, but that both columns 
^vere chocked under pressure of the 
Russian adviincc detachments. The 
Russian losses, the despatches .say, 
v-cre insignificant. Japanese war- 
ships are reported lo be cruising off 
the niouth of Peter the Great bay, on 
which Vladivostok is situated, their 
llghiH often being visible from Russian 
Isinnd. 

ChineKe arriving from the south say 
that the Japanese are most actively 
establishing trade relations in .Soutli- 
ern Jlancliuria, that over ,a score o,f 
large business houses liave been es- 
talilished at Ylnkow, and that 5,000 
JaimncHe sutllors and larger traders 
follow close on the heels ot the army.

Japanese Bring Liberty to Many 
Russian Politicals. 

Washington, Aug. 4. — It is ascer- 
taiiuil ili:it the .lapane.-^e government 
h.-isi deti.-nni'.ied upon certain fundu- 
nicutal ))rincii)leH for the treatment of 
the Itus.'^iau rcsiiliMil.s of Kakhalien. 
The island has bi;en us.jd ))y the Uu.s- 
Klan govoninient as a iicii.il colj i . 
It is .said lnM-(; that tlicro are n(jw 
between 'JO.OiH) and ."(i.doo llu.sslaiis 
there. All pi-iHuiu-rs c'xceiit i)olilical 
are to bv. (Icpoi'lfd to Iln.sslim t.aTi- 
lory. 'J'liosi' prisoners wlio have lieeii 
oiiUsteil as intMubers of the voluut(a-i- 
rniUlia NviU be' given certain privil- 
eges. 

The political prisoners who desire 
to emigrate will be allowed to do so. 
These provisions are to apply to all 
prisoners without prejudice as to their 
nationality, i-ace or origin. The Jap- 
anese government will assume that 
all these persons except those who 
are to be deported are citizens of the 
islarul, and will be allowed the priv- 
ilege of declaring their a-Ueglance la 
-Tapan.

New in Readiness for Those Who 
Would Take '*a Dip in tho Briny." 

At the invitation of Herbert Cutli- 
bert, .secretary of the Tourist Associa- 
tion of this city, n visit was uiadc .ves- 
lerda.v by a Coloni.'t man to inspect the 
now hatliiui; iiavilioii on Dallas Toad, 
now appi'oaching completion, .\part from 
tluv imnu'diate object of the visit a very 
prett.v and domestic scene was there, for 
round about tlie bathing pool \ipon the 
rocks and grass.v headlands were dis- 
tributed a fair si)rinkling of ladies in 
all the comfort of seaside neglige, ab- 
sorbed in books or busy with tangles of 
ailiiiy daintiness known as "work," des- 
tined for uses far beyond the ineutal 
grasp of "'mere man." An ncconv- 
panying bevy of .supremely happy little 
ones the while were having a royal time 
diving, swimming, bathing, wadiug Or 
navigating with flashing paddle the roll- 
ing and .nil too slippery log, apt exercise, 
perchance, for the buctding legislators of 
a future day.

one of the group capo dl rancio, or 
chief of the mess, to go and get our 
food. I performed tills taslc, lining up 
with the others on deck, where tiie 
food was served to us from huge ba.s- 
kets and caldrona in a .slap-dash fash- 
ion by dirty steerage cooics and steer- 
age ste%vard.s, while a ship's ofllcer and 
the naval commissioner iilaced by the 
Italian government on every ship 
carrying Italian emigrants stood by 
and watched. In this manner the food 
was produced throughout the voyage. 
I was' In every compartment used by 
stjerage •' paasengers and at no time 
saw a table or anything resembling 
it or, usable .for tlio.piirpose, and saw 
no chi&lrs or,b6nohef ,of-any gort either 
for use during eating or for sitting In 
compartments or on deck, e.Kcept a, few 
tiny rush chairs brought aboard by 
passengers tliemselves. At no time 
was there any ciiair or bench provided 
by the sliip for sitting down except in 
tile hospital. 'When one ate one squat- 
tod on decit, perclied on tlie liatches or 
winches, or went below and ciimbed 
into bed- My wife and I ate in tills 
fashion until we found the underground 
railway for higii-priced left-over food 
from the cooli's galley. 'We were ex- 
pected to witsh our pans in a room 
where cold salt water ran. 

The beds provided were of iron 
siceleton bunk form, in two tler.s, and 
were massed in hundreds in the vari- 
ous compartments. The mattress was 
a dirty burlap tick, fiiiod witli some 
coarse substance lil-cc a vegetable fibre. 
The covering was a skimpy "blanket," 
-such as I would not put on a horse I 
cared for. The beds, bedding, com- 
partments, companlonways, etc.,. were 
dirty when we found them an'd. dirty 
wlion we left. 

Seme montiis later, 'on our return 
voyage, when we liad a large party of 
immigrants with us, we found precjse-- 
ly the 'same conditions aboard the great 
beautiful Princess Irene 'of the North 
Cerman Lloyd line. All food was aerv- 
I'd in the same way, the compartments 
v.'fcre just as filthy and 111 "ventilated. 
The separation of passengers was ef- 
fected by coiniielling all the men and 
boys to occupy certain apartments, 
v.hiie all the women and children were 
placed in certain otlier.'i. In the coiri- 
p.irtnienl in wliicli my wil"(; was ail 
the bertlis were open, as are tlio ma- 
jfrity of tlie .steerage lici-ths on iiearly 
ail ships, alfordlng no privacy at any 
lime. Cm neither tlic 7_,nhn nor the 
I'nnccs.s Irene were tlioro screening 
Iiartition.s of an.v kind wliatsuever, and 
I saw two wdincii ajul four children 
iyiiiK in tu-ii adj.-ic-i'iit bcrtlis. I iiad 
no iiidans of ;idineasui-|ng Ilii^ compart- 
ment to ascertain if the law was being 
confiplied with, but even if it was that 
ai well as the other compartments were 
overcrowded by the more than two 
hundred persons there, .in a shameful, 
re.voltlng and Inhuman, fashion that 
should never be permitted by a nation 
that abolished the slave ships. 

I have been In -wars, wreplt-s, great 
flrei/, and the- like, but let me r>lcturo 
one of the most terrible things I have 
ever witnessed. It. wae a' night of 
.stcrm. Great waves were breaking 
with heavy crashe.s over the forwarti 
decks. Tiie siilp was idtching and roll- 
ing so heavily tlial one could stay in 
tl'.i! .sliiillow berths with diliicuity. The 
niiiulreds down in tlie steerafre com- 
pailinents wore deallily seaside and 
mad wltli terror of the teiiipcst. Over 
tl;:; lied.s, ov(;r tlielr jiersons, over tlie 
walls, over the coiniianioiiwa.vs, like a 
layi-r over tlie lioor, lay ejected food 
and other llith. 

A few dim lights set In the celling 
allowed one to grope about tliat hole. 
The air was so stilling that tlie feeble 
li-.y open-niouthed, lieating their haiulH 
liutleringiy on tlii'lr faces and breasts. 
A great heave and a heav.v crash would 
crnie, followed \t\ .'i cliorus of yell.s 
and slirielcs; bag-gage and sick wouli] 
come tumbling out of the hiinks. f)n 
every iiaiid were liuman bcdngs, .si nig- 
gling to their knees, cliiiglng lo Ilie 
po.'^ls of tlu! hunks, pr.iying for their 
ver.v livi'S in a piui'lii,:; iniinnur lliat 
lillod in tlie interludes of tlie noV-e:)

THE COUNCIL AND THE WATER- 
i WORKS. 

•"While" the Colonist has not been able 
to see eye to eye with the present or 
the kite council with respect to the 
"waterworks scheme, we believe in 
accordli^g^^falr play.j .. It , Is "Unjustifi- 
able to say that "It Is practically car- 
tain the people of Victoria will not 
accept any scheme put forwaril for 
their endorsement by the majority of 
;;jtho.pre8(Bnt counclL'J;4.^^jThat Is-preju- 

■ dicing' the case' In a,' way' tliat will not 
iKeet with public approval. We have 
no evidence that, although we believe 
the majority of the ratepayers are 
opposed' to what Is known as the 
"secret asreement," the present coun- 
cil In a general way has lost their 
confidence. The fact that two by- 
laws submitted by the present council 

'were passed, and that a third, sub- 
mitted by the school hoard, to which 
the council as a body was op- 
posed, was defeated/ does not 
argue in favor o£ the assump- 
tion referred to. • We are not taking 
a position for or against the 'council, 
but simply calling attention to facts 
that are within the knowledge of all. 

We believe In giving the council a 
fair opportunity 'iol * working; out its 
scheme, whatever it may be, before 
It Is condemned. It may be assumed, 
and there Is every reason to assume, 
tliat, whatever our conclusions may b« 
as to the final result of'tHe'^dellbera- 
tlons on the question, the members of 
the council are endeavoring to arrive 
at the best solution possible of the 
waterworks problem. They may be 
mistaken in their ■:Juagmenf':'and In 
their methods, but we have ho right 
to assume beforehand that they will 
do the wrong thing. The finished, 
product m\\9.t be judged upon Its 
merits when .submitted for considera- 
tion, and not before. 

To show how inconsistent the, view 
is that has been advanced, we may 
just refer to the alternative proposi- 
tlon that has been laid down. "We are 

■ told that any scheme advanced by a 
, majority of the present council will 

be defeated by the ratepayers. At 
the same time the immediate prosecu- 
tion of the improvement of the pres- 
ent system is urged as pressing, and 
as. little delay as possible is coun- 
selled. As the Improvement of the 
present system of distribution, which 
is the alternative proposition in ques- 
tion, would have to be decided by a 
"majority of the present council," and 
submitted to a popular vote, It fol- 
lows that it would be defeated. If 
the first premise l)c correct, o.KlieJi- 
tl.on Is Impossible, and the pei^ple 
must wait for another year until a 
new council has been' installed^ Such 
contentions a.s these must land those 
who advance theia in a (lileiaiiia. The 
alternative proposition, however, con- 
sidered on Its merits, we do not think 
win find favor. It will cost over 
$100,000, probably $1^0,000, and In any 
event it is not lo ',;e assumed that 
the ratepayers will favor a scheme 
on thd Instalment plan. Before mak- 
ing their mains ready for a nf-w and 
adequate water .uiipply, they will want 
to know wliat are to be the nature and 
extent and co.st of that supply. When 
the matter Is belrtg considered ther,) 
Is no question that the electors will 
want a complete iond well-matured 
scheme, which they can either accept 
or reject in toto. It has not been 
suggested before, but it .might be 
possible to submit two schemes at 
, tha,','same tlma, and allow the rate- 
payers to choose between them. That 
is 'to say, an expression of opinion 
might be had In the shape of a pleb- 
iscite or referendum, the most popu- 
lar scheme of the two to be .submitted 
as a by-law afterwards for ratifica- 
tion in the regular way. At all 
events, the council should be allowed 
every opportunity and given ' every 
assistance to mature their plans, the 
exact nature of which is perhaps as 
much a mystery, to the aldermen as, 
to the ratepayers, before condemning 
them.

and I'Jniplre, to be a folly and liecomes 
a crime against the people of Canada. 
The Grand Trunk did not want it and 
was opposed to It, and would have 
nothing to do with It, as a commercial 
project, as part of their own system. 
They wanted aid to build from North 
Bay, where the present system ends, 
west to the Pacific. That did not 
suit the LlboralH of the lower iirov- 
iiicoH who wanted sonu.' of the money 
] spent In the east as well as In the 
jwest, and a huge proposition was In- 
j vented to make that possible. The 
Grand Trunk Pacific, we are informed, 
I are again before the government for 
' aid to a line on the original lines 
j from North Bay, and the application 
1-3 at present under consideration. 
I Cculd there be greater folly than the 
spending of money In this wholesale 
I v.'ay merely for political purposes, and 
; to give Sir Wilfrid the "kudos" of 
having carried through another great 
transcontinental railway in order that 
he might stiiiid on a pedestal along 
H'ith Sir John Macdonald as a con- 
i slructlvo politician? But .that is not 
I the only money that Is being spent 
recklessly and foolislily. The Mall and 
, Empire furnishes further information 
I oil the score which will enable our

EAST INDIAN TEMPLES. 

Buddhist Ruins in Java — Very Fine 
and Beautifully Preserved.' 

Cor. Loudon Globe. 

If most people were iiskcd to iinuie 
those countries of the world in wliieh 
ai'o still to ho found splendid architec- 
*tural r^jiuains of bygone civilizations, 
the nanu'H of Egypt, India, SjTia and 
Mexico would at once be fortheomiun; 
but few would idacc llic Island of Java 
on the list; yet not one of these could 
^<llow ruins more numerous or more 
splendid. This may seem an exaggera- 
tion, but ilu! saiiie <)pi;iiiiii has been uni- 
versally expressi'il by the most eminent 
Avriters on the siiliject. As to the date of 
the rise and fall of a civilization wliieli 
has left behind it such splendid lueinori- 
als a iitliorities are mucfi ut variauco, 
but for tlie most part they, -.are placed 
between the beginning 6f''tho:ei8lith'm 
ninth centuries ■'of our era. Certain" -it 
is, liowever, that at one time the island 
innst have been ' u'ed by a Hindu or 
liuddliist peiqde far advanced in the arts 
of architecture and sculiiture. 

-Vmiiiii,' Ihe linest and best preserved 
of tliese ruins is tlio /.r.eat temple Icnown 
US the Tyniiili UurahiMhir, situated near 
;thi! eentre of Java in the .Sultanate of 
Djokjakarta. Originally designed prob- 
ably as a dagalia, or residiii}; place, for 
a iiortion of ihe ashes of liuildha, tills 
building rises in the form of a terraced 
pyramid, the part at present above 
.irnnind hein;: ',','){> feet square by' aliout 
.1120 feet in height. The terraces at pres- 
ent visible are seven iu number, tli ■ 
wholo being suriiiouiiled hy a dome ;!0 
feet in height, b^aeh of these rerraces is 
< ovored on the inner wall formed by the 
teiTaee above, and iu the lower terraces 
also on .out«r -walls running around 
them? 15y;a series of bas-reliefs, which 
for: extent, variety .and artistic merit 
liiive probably not their equals in the 
world. Running In a double tier around 
the upper ones, they are estimated lo 
luive a total lengtii of tlirce miles, and 
i-epresent hy a contiiuious series of pic- 
Mires nol only the birth of the Lord 
■lliiildha in his final iiicariialion. but also 
a large number of the ".latakas," or 
pii'vious lives of the master iu the grad- 
;.ally ascending forms of animals and 

men in various iiositioiis in life, and 
ecord his good deeds in each ot those 
Ives. Thus we have the story of the 
Hodliisntva when, on earth In the form 
of a liaro. 

Jndra, tlie Lord of Heaven, in the 
form of a traveler, weary and liuiigrv. 
comes down to test the virtues of the 
various beasts. He receives lisli from 
au <)fter,>a dish pf curds from a jackal, 
and. -fruit from a'TOonkey; but the poor 
iliare,, having nothing else t<i oiler, pre- 
sents, hisown body: to i.tbe hungry jtra- 
Veler and throws himself on to' a. fire to 
he roasted. Interrupted now ' in ririany 
places by the work of a thousatidvyenrs 
of cartliiiuakeH, tropical storms, and 
ftmatical .Moliamiju'da n destroyers, tnis 
wnnilerfnl pictiiri'-slory runs up tliroiigli 
gallery after gallery lo wlioro, in the 
I'entral ilonie, entirely closed in and hid- 
den, stood the liiial image of the master, 
free from any oriiameiil. crown or aure- 
ole.^ llie I!ud(llia raised above all earthly 
desires or passions. 

i 'In the wholo of the series at iireseiit 
above ,.ii)Uiiil. lU,-n- wore originabv 
no fewer than L'.MI complete has 
'relief pictures, <d' wliieh il.S.S are still 
in a fair state of iiresorvation. Then; 
were, in addition, in niches around the 
terrace .walls, 441. statues of '-Buadhn, 
larger 'than life, besides smaller ones 
past counting. Tho whole of this work 
is dune not iu soft stone, easy to mnnipu- 
liile. but in the hardest and niosi in- 
tractable kinds of lava and tracvle. Al- 
fi-<'d Russell Wallai'i'. in his classii-al 
work oil the .Malay archipelago, remarks:

liared with that ri"]iiireil to complete 
this sciil|)tureil hill teni|ile id the hi- 
toriiir of .lava."

as good engineers as I hoy wore sculp- 
tors and iircliitects. .Vroimd the entire 
base there nnis what, looks like a hrond 
pavement of cu'bes Of Stone laid, but not 
<'('m<'nteil togotlier. 

This broad iiavoment has heeu re- 
moved in s,., tions. each section being ro- 
placeil in turn, and iiiidoriioath was 
foiiiid another terrace, larger than any 
of those now visiiile, and having its 
walls jiaitly. but iiol entirely, covered 
with !(!() more has relief pictures in line 
prc-erval ion. These were | ilioi o-i-a phcl 
ami covered in again. The total ma ;s of 
sijimreil blocks of stone cove|-in-_' ihis 
hiililen terrace .•inioiiiils to T.IHIU cubic 
yards.

to strengthen them. Had not this been 
nocossary, the building '^vQuId have stood 
up ovon more colossal than it is. The 
temple of ISarabiidnr is only one among 
liiaiiy ill .lava. .\t the village of I'lain- 
liaiiani, also near I ijiikja ka rt a, are the 
ruins known as "(.'liamli Sewa." or the

parallelograms. In the centre is a large

fairly perfect. 

\l l.oro-.Tongran, close by. are four- 
teen small and six largo temples t,i 
Hindu. dolti^es; Siv.a, lAurgft and Ganesii 
being "stijl . represented by ,. finely carved 
statues. At Crunons Prnw nn extensive

* tho Explorer. •

A despatch from Missoula, :MoiU., 
says: A roiuauce of a huudrod years 
ago, iu wliich Uupt.. William Clark, of 
the fiiinous I^ewlis ahd-Olork expedition 
ligured, has just been discovered. ' 

Cougressmup .Toseph J^ixon nt his 
home her'e.lius boon presented with in- 
disputable proofs that the explorer was 
married to a Nez I'erces Indian woman 
while ho was making his way across 
!tlie coutinont to the Pacilic. 

This evidence was brouglit to Con- 
gressman Dixon by Mary Clark, the 
granddaughter of Williiuu Clark, the 
direct descendant of the explorer. So 
convincing was the evidence that the 
congrossmun was convinced of the 
truth of the story. 

. Mary Clark is the diiugliter of T/.i 
Kal 'T/ae, who was born in the I-olo 
valley about bStlT.

Tho Indian bride accompanied 
the expliirer lo the cnasl, learning to 
speak English, and returned with him to 
her own country, where her son was 
iboru. 

There probably were VOWS and prom- 
ises at the parting. Who.kuowsV Any- 
how, tho white man -went on and the 
Indlah' maiden remathea-;witli -her .pepj, 
pie n-nd het'"<:hHd. - '"'Me Cliirk," the son, 
or "Ta Lac,"' as 'the Indians pronounced 
it, learned English from his mother. lie 
was known to many old-tiiue residents 
of Montana, among tliein being .Indge 
Hiram Kuowles and' .Indge V. II. 
Woody. To tlioiii ho often talked of his 
father and his mollier's iiiarria::e. 'I'lie 
gramldanghter has still a trace of tlie 
:Clark red hair. Iier own being sandy.

So far as my oxiK.'rionco goes, the 
regard fur the classics, taken on an

Those sajlors 
V, lio r,;ad books cannot afford to buy 
new ones, with the exception of a six- 
penny paper-back now and then. Here

\.-ard bound. As a inatlor of course, 
liie a^■eraKe sailor takes llolioii mainly; 
for be Is just as human a.s the man 
v.'ho never saw a craft alloat. He 
likc!t Ills tlctioii hot and spiced; bo is a 
run: and whisky drinker, not an lin- 
bllier of flne wines. Yet he very Ilke- 
Iv i;('tM a battered classic of some sort, 
or au unknown thing of a heavier kind, 
thrown Into that bundle; and thereby 
!'.t times comes the awakening, of dor- 
n ant tastes. If the vessel be bound to 
an Asiatic port, the chances are a 
thousand to one that the reader gives 
Ills books away fm- curios, or for 
drink. If he is too much .seasoned to 
bo touched by the curio cra-/.e. A reg- 
ular trade Of oxcliaiigc' exist.s in this 
way, the best of the volumes lifter- 
wards lliidliig their way into the hands 
of Europeans living in those foreign 
parts, espoclalb' Into British barracks. 
Practically every other inomber of a 
curW — tlie younger oiul'H In iiarticular 
— lakes, oil an averagi?. 11 batch of 
pinny periodicals or numbers of mag- 
azii.c's bougiit at twopence each. Of 
ciTurse, the odd member.s who spend 
llu'lr whole substance in liquor are 
tx< ( pted. These papers ahso go 'the 
round of all hands, till they fall to 
pieces. I have a very clear remem- 
brance of a certain "tramp" master, 
who, if a prize had been offered for 
such knowledge, would have carried 
It off from tilmost any ''Vai'slty man, 
for classic history as It appertains to 
the shores of tho .

scarlets, violet grays, ash of roses, and 
azure blues. 

There are two stories about the gold 
there; one is told by the disgruntled 
prospector who found nothing but rou- 
lette tablosr. the other is the version 
of tho iiress agent and the mining jiro- 
ireler; neither Is overballasfed with 
truth.

It was discovered last summer by a 
miner. nanied Shorty Harris, In whom 
no romance lingered. That ledge 
n-.Jght have suggested to Shorty, the 
sea at dawn, or the lure oCsthevIiorr 
ell, or something equally frivolous.

Bryfogol was an old Dutcliiiian. binck 
in the sixties ho loft Oregon with two 
lic.t-l)lriinied young .Southei-nors on a 
kng circuitous route to join the Con- 
federate army. On the way they came 
across a ledge of fabulous richness 
Komewboi-e in Nevada. The two youni; 
.Southerns would not stop, but Bry- 
fogol patriotism dwindled.

1 .A. mnu with twelve good cows, proper- 
ly fed, will average from to .'<10(i a 
nun. til the year round.

'ben te-^ted; but he lik<'s the grade cow 
better than the t lioroiiglibred. I'^roni his 
position at the cre:iniery be is nlile to 
judge as to the best results obtained, and 
be says that iiiidoiibt ed ly tlii' grade 
ilairics are making llie most money. 
' During til" lirst six montlis of this 
year the ^■ietoria Creainery hai maile 
|()(i.(l(Hl ponmls of butter, nearly :ill of 
which has been sold in \'ictoriii. He 
thinks the creamery has been a great 
henefit to the farmers. Last year .Sl'-.OOO 
was paid out ■for cream, and tliis year

'I'he qiii'stioii of i-lciiring hind i.s one 
I lliat is agitating the minds of many. 
I .rust how iiiiiidi it costs per acre is diUl- 
ciilt to estimate. Some iieojile say it can 
be doiio for ^^-K* an acre, but the gmieral 
opinion is that the cost is greater^than 
tha'.-. Some land has much larger and 
many more stumps, tlian .-neighboring 
land, and some farmers . liave much 
better methods than -others.- Since the 
Chinese have been practically exclud- 
ed by the five hundred dollars tax the 
price ot Oriental labor has gone -up 
one- third, so the farmers are looking 
to machinery to help them In enlarg- 
ing their cultivable" area. • • 
Clearing Land. 
It Is the opinion of many that the

clearing of land. Individual persons

Tlie 
truck, one of the largest ever used iu 
city streets, had been devised especially 
for carrying the pillars, its frame w-as 
oO feet long, and it was composed of 
timbers tliat had a lueasurenient of ono 
foot two inches, by one foot. The total 
weight of the truck was 10 tons, and 
under it were two wheels each four feet 
and three inches in diameter, and two 
wheels two feet aud 11 inches in di- 
ameter. The axl^s, .- .necessarily very 
strong, were of cold rolled steel; thev 
were eight feett six inches Jong, with a 
diameter of eight inches. 

To take these monoliths through the 
.streets was a slow process. A large 40 
horse-power traction engine had boon 
pressed into service, but this could not 
do the actiiiil moving. It was impossible 
to draw the truck through the street as ,-i 
dummy engine would drag a train of 
freight cars. The engini' actually stood 
.still and drew the truck toward it — a 
nioilc of locomotion that was accom-

' ''In early times there must have been 
in (Miiua (as there were in ancient Egypt! 
special nu'ilical schools, but these no 
longer exist. At the iiresent time every 
■village has its physician and apothecary 
shiip. Ill (.very district there is a phv- 
'siciiin appointed by the goverunient. liiit 
without any salary attached. His duties 
are to determine Ihe nature of wounds 
inflicted in breaches of the law, death 
therefrom, when it occurs, and its na- 
ture — u profitable calling to be sure! 
He must make 'protocol,' count the 
wounds and measure their dimension.^;, 
(record Ihein, and finally determine 
whicli, if any, caused death, or whether 
the. suhjoct died from natural causes. 
The party, in ordinary fracases, who 
gives him the largest honorarium, of 



course, will fare the best. Besides these 
district surgeons, there is in I'ekin a 
court that has jurisdiction over (inestioiis 
arising as to tlie qualifications of physi- 
cians, and seeing that tho rules govern- 
ing these are obeyed throughout tho 
ICiiipii-e. Tlie members of this court are 
physicians to tho Imperial court." 

"Chinese physicians of much roiuite, 
we are told, never visit, but must be 
<'arri,ed,.-tp,;tl»e. patient on a horse, mule 
or jdck;'^<)r-!?ln a' carriage. At the -pa- 
tiont's''te8ldence,. the doctor first rests 
a while, 'and in the meantime is served 
with liquors and confections, and often 
with a formal meal.. He usually col- 
lects 110 fee, but receives- ai'perceatage 
of the fees of the ai)otliecaryi if he does 
not iiimself have an apothecary shop. 
In all cases of euro, however, ho is re- 
warded with rich presents, whose value 
depends on the rapidity and complete- 
ness of the relief. To ijuote further: 

"A.iiotliei-ary shojis exist in every vil- 
lage of any .size. Prescriptions always 
consist of several drugs, as high as 
twenty ingredients being 'frequently the 
case. They are put up in pill shape, or 
are given in their iiatural condition and 
hoiled,;togetl)95^.by ;;r.9lativeB. This mess, 
usually.-- of- very/flbineritiiste {anA whose 
odor generally horrifies' foreigners) is al- 
ways ndministered liot, and usually in 
big ciipfuls. 

"'A Chinese medicine book, dating 
liaek to the Wing dynasty (in(18-l(ll-l) 
ciintains no less than 2M.7;i!) receipts. 
JIaterials of th(> ;Materia Medica Sinen- 
sis consist of vegetables, minerals, and 
articles iielonging to the animal king- 
dom, such, for iiist.ince, as dragons' 
teeth, ccntiiicdcs. scorpions, Siianish 
llii^s. roaches, beetles, tadpoles, etc. 

"'('hinese doctors are, liowever, not 
content with medicines alone. They are 
adepts in massage, especially of the head 
and of the stomach and bow.els. When 
light massage does not, work a cure or 
give relief (in pains of the stomach, for 
instance), the .ddctor," will kneel on the 
stomach arid rul) arid' knead with his 
knees and hands tlie painful part, nnd 
this he will keep u)) until tho patient 
is relieved (or says he is"). Another of 
his Teniedies is acapuueturc, or plunging 
a needle into various ]iarts of the body — 
a treatnii'ut that is said to he very ef- 
fectual ill uiany coiiiiilaiiits, aud is 
highly regarded. 

i "One can easily conceive, after all 
Ithis, that it is not jileasant for a for- 
eigner to get sick in .China, csjieciaHy 
iu the interior part of tho (-omitry, 
where one must depend upon treatment 
by nativ(> physicians. 'No creditors at 
your doors and no doctors around the 
house i.<! luiiijiiness," says a Chinese pro- 
Verb."

To Mr. Hay death was cold and 
:!:rcatening. For years lie watched its 
dire approach, shriuking from its horror 
as a didicate w<iniaii shrinks. It -yvaa 
not that existence lielil so many cliaruis, 
for his task was often irksome; it was 
itliat he and life had long been friends, 
and that the dark unknown was chill. 
Also it was true that when the outer 
world jarriyl his liuely balaucfsl nature, 
he saw beauty with that inner eye which 
is the bliss of solitude. Trained ixh a 
iliploniat, skilled as a diplomat, how 
gladly w<nild he forget Central America 
or Manchurui, to remember the lines of 
poetic glory with which his brain was 
full.

whose vouiig powers received their in- 
itial training under the sad aud biirdeiied 
eve of Lincoln. l''i-oni that forbearing 
siiirit Mr. illiiv learucil some of tlu; pliil- 
<isoj)liIc seope'aml some of that view of 
the w-orld's plots ami counterplots -which 
have been accepted everywhere as mak- 
■ iig biiu worthy. of many nations freely 
given trust. A'.lifetlme's saturation m 
afl'airs had made him conversant witli 
the <lenieanor of largo and litlh' gov- 
ernments, until iie was able to think w-itli 
accuracy, boldness and originality, and 
to act with patience and shrewd lirc- 
cisiou, so niiei-ringly that in tlii^ comiili- 
I'lileil develojmielits of the Last be led 
llie world's iliidoniacy.
